Mayor Grace Refuses a License for the 
Hall---Morse Replies. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 30.—Mayor Grace 
has refused the application of Salmi Morse 
fora license for his new hall on Twenty- 
third sireet in which he inteneded to produce 
the Passion play and sent him the following 
letter : 


MAYORS OFFICE, 
New York, December 29, 1882. 
Salmi Morse, Esq: 

Sirn—I have fully considered the applica- 
tion which you have made to me for a license 
for Morse’s hall, after having heard you in 
behalf of your application and others 1n op- 
position and after having received from you 
a tender of the amount of the license fee. 
Asit appears from the statement made by 
you that the hall is to be used for the exclu- 
sive perpose of the exhibition of your ‘*Pas- 
sion Play,” sach exhibition not to take place 
until sone time after the expiration of my 
term of office, [do hereby deny your appli- 
cation, for the reason that I am satisfied of 
the impropriety of licensing a place to be 
used for such a play. 

Yours respectfully, 
W. R. Gracr, Mayor.

I 
shall renew my application before Mayor Ed- 
son, and have every reason to believe he will 
give me the license. I can apply to the 
courts fora mandamus. If 1 faii to receive a 
license by that method,

without a license. Surely no objection could 
be urged against that when there are now 
several churches in this city where the 
Passion is being represented without any 
interference.

Japanese Schools. 

Special the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Deceinber 30.—The attempt 
of Mr. Kasson to pass in the House on Wed- 
nesday a bill to allow an officer in the regu- 
lar army to accept employment under the 
Japanese Government, to improve the public 
school system of that country, calls attention 
to the sehool system of Japan, and develops 
incidentally some interesting facts on that 
subject. From facts obtained here it is 
learned that the public school system of this 
country has been in course of introduction 
in Japan for a few years past, and is making 
astonishing progress there. It is because of 
the wonderful success of the system that the 
Japanese Government has asked that Major 


Wasson be allowed to give it some further 
attention for the next few years. The 
growth of the system since its introduction 
ten years ago is quite wonderful. While ed- 
ucation had not been neglected in Japan 
prior to 1872, when the American system was 
introduced there, the school system prior to 
that time was very simple. There was little 
to develop the mind. and instead of an intel- 
ligent system there was a monotonous sound 
of reading, writing, counting the ‘‘abocos,’’ 
and examinatfons upon Japanese history and 
Chinese classics. Now the modern system 
of teaching is introduced, the pupils sit on 
benches and behind desks and not on the 
floor, there are blackboards, a regular sys- 
tem Of school books, maps, objects, 
percentages, etc., and as ae result a 
general growth has been developed both in 
the number of attendants upon the schools 
and in general intelligence in the empire. 
lhnere are, according to the latest inferma- 
tion obtainable here, some 30,000 clementary 
schools with over 60,000 teachers and neariy 
3,000,000 pupils. These schools are almost as 
thoroughly seattered through the country as 
in ourown country, and the village school is 
an important feature in village life. the 
school-house being the chief building of the 
town in pane cases, and the teachers highly 
respected. ‘Then there are a hundred or more 
normal schools and anuumber of advanced 
schoois, taking the place of academies and 
colleges. Beside this there are two Govern- 
ment schools fer army and navy teaching 
modeled after our West Point and Annapolis 
schools.

A SISTER’S SORROW. 


She Finds the Remains of a Brotherin 
: a Dissecting m. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, Dember 30.—A well-dressed 
woman, very much agitated, called upon Dr. 
Nagle at the Bureau of Vital Statistics and 
asked that the disposal of the body of her 
brother, Edward Haddock, who died in theNew 
York Hospital on election day, ve investigat- 
ed. Between her sobs she told a strange 
story of how her relative’s remains, instead 
of being placed,where it had been promised 
they would be, had, either through intent or 
carelessness been handed over to a medical 
college for dissection. Although the man 
died on the 7th of November it was only a 
fey days ago that the sister, who lives out of 
town, was apprised by friends of 
the fact. She said that on hearing 
of her brother’s demise she came at once 


to the city and called upon her friends. She 
was told that Haddock had been taken sick 
at their house early last month, and, becom- 
ing worse, was sent to the New York Hos- 
pital on November 6. The friends were in- 
formed of his death the next day, but, on 
going to the hospital, were promised that the 
body would be kept two or three days, so 
that the sister might be communicated with. 
They went home and tried to find the sister, 
but were forced to go back to the hospital) 
without having notified her. They were 
there informed that it 
WOULD BE ALL BRIGHT, 

as the body would be buried in Potter’s Field, 
where it could be found and disinterred?at 
any time during cold weather in the next 
live years. Satisfied that the body woula 
eventually be accorded a respectable burial 
the friends made no objection to its being 
sent to the Morgue and they redoubled their 
efforts to notify the only known relative of 
the deceased. She was found at last and 
lost no time in securing the services of an 
undertaker. He obtained the necessary per- 
mit and on Thursday went to the Morgue to 
learn where the body had been interred. He 
was surprised to learn thatit had not been 
buried, but had been dissected by surgeons. 
The sister was rendered almost crazy by the 
and knew not what to do. 
Dr. Nagie could give her no satisfaction, but 
sent her to Superintendent Blake of the out- 
door poor, who furnished her with a note to 
Warden ©’ Rourke at the Morgue. MHeré she 
tound that the news was only too true. The 
books in the office showed that the body of 
Edward Haddock, forty-nine years of age, a 
sailor, who died of nephritis.was received on 
November 9 from the New York hospital 
and handed over the next day to the College 
of Physicians of Surgeons.
